Well, the truth of the 
matter is that “Bessie” is 
not a true vintage car at all. 

It is a custom kit body built 
over a Ford Popular chassis 
and engine. The bodies are 
manufactured by a firm in 
Wiltshire who supplied the 
BBC with “Bessie” back in 
1969/70. The actual 
numberplate “WHO 1” did 
not belong to “Bessie” and
